rowed the broed basis cf the National 
W . U. T. U . that a woman who sympa­ 
thizes with the prohibition party is prac­ 
tically Un fellowship! cd. w hile in this 
convention are republicans and demo­ 
crats, prohibitionists and union labor 
patty members, united in our forty de­ 
partments of work, and only disagreeing 
as to the political methods by which the 
liquor system shall be outlawed:’'

The new role 
in substance was that when the voting 
was going on in the honse, if those vot­ 
ing on any question and those who 
were present, but declined to vote, shall 
together make a majority of the house1 
the speaker shall declare that a quorum 
is present in the house. This was the 
democratic idea on the subject in 1879 
and it is jutt what Speaker Reed decided 
was right m 1890. 
Mr. Blackthorn not only reported the 
rule to count members present who were 
in their seats but declined to vote, bat 
he made a speech, demanding that com* 
men justice asked fcrthe adoption of the 
rate. He was especially enthusiastic and 
vigorous in supporting this wile rule 
framed by bim Bcd repotted by tbe dem­ 
ocratic committee. 
If Mr. Blackburn 
was right in 1879, wby is Speaker Reed 
wiong for adopting tbe position cf the 
former in 1890 ? 
History is a bad tbiDg for tbe demo­ 
crat c party.

They ruu agains t some 
sharp stakes they have set for themselves 
at every turn they make. 
In 1880 when

W asiiinoton, Feb. 12.—In tho House 
the journal of the previous day’s proceed­ 
ings was approved after the usual skir­ 
mish by a vote of yeas IM), nays I (Mr. 
Buckalcw)—tho Speaker 
counting

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, called up for 
consideration tho proposed codo of rules, 
and he offered a resolution providing that 
general debate shall close at I o’clock 
to-morrow and that (after debate under 
the five-minute rule( tho previous ques­ 
tion shall be considered as ordered a t t 
o’clock to-morrow. 
Vigorous protests against cutting off 
discussion in such short order were in ado 
by Messrs. McMillin, Springer, McCreary 
and Flower, but they were to no effect, 
and Mr. Cannon demanded tho previous 
question. 
lint. the Mouse would not 
sustain this demand, aud, many Repub­ 
licans voting against it, the demand was 
rejected by an overwhelming vote of 58 
to 149. 
The debate on tho proposed chaugo of 
rules was then resumed. Mr. Grosvenor, 
taking the floor. Invited the other sido 
to point out wherein the mere giving of 
a more speedy method of arriving at re­ 
sults constituted a revolution or could 
injuriously affoot the business of tho 
country, 
lie knew of no other God- 
given 
or 
constitutionally-guaranteed 
right of the minority than that of pre­ 
senting their views on a measure and 
casting their votes therefor. 
Mr. Holman, who opposed the pro­ 
posed rulo authorizing tho Speaker to 
count a quorum, said it was an arbitrary 
change, and empowered tho Speaker to 
keep the journal of the proceedings 
which the constitution declares can bo 
done only by the House. 
Passing to the 
rule making IOO members a quorum of 
the committee of the whole, he argued 
that the provision would place tho most 
important appropriation hills at 
tho 
mercy of a handful of the majority. 
Mr. Payson argued that the constitu­ 
tion required only the presence of the 
quorum, saying nothing about voting by 
quorum. 
He defied anyone to show that 
a quorum was over noted in the British 
parliament in any other manner than by 
personal observation or count by the 
Speaker. 
Mr. McAdoo dwelt upon the necessity 
for deliberating before legislating, con­ 
tending that the House was not a mero 
legislative mill when bills were to bo 
dropped into the hopper and groundnut.

Union representatives to Congress shall 
be elected in aud for tho districts now 
prescribed by law until the apportion­ 
ment of representatives shall be made by 
Congress according to the census to be 
taken In 1890, any law of such State 
hereafter to be passed to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 
Mr Hoar statod that a fear had boon 
expressed In various quarters that thoro 
would bo an attempt to make now repre­ 
sentative districts (to tako offoct at the 
next election), and to gerrymander some 
States in the interest of one or tho other 
political party, before the noxt census. 
Tho bill proposed, he said, Is In tho In­ 
terest of justice, to apply to all the 
States tho rule under tho constitutional 
power given to Congress to prescribe and 
alter the mode of electing representa­ 
tives, that all the elections of,’represent­ 
atives for tho next Congress (unless tho 
new apportionment bo previously made) 
shall take place In the existing districts. 
At I o’clock the Senate resumed tho 
consideration of the bill to provide rn 
temporary government for tho Terri­ 
tory of Oklahoma.

H ow th e “M enlo P a rk W izard " O vercam e 
a Serious D ifficulty. 
I wonder, asks a St. Louis Republic 
w riter, bow many of our readers ever 
heard the wonderful story of how Edi­ 
son made a bug? It happened away back 
in 1880, before the electrician had be 
come a co.MMand known in the most re­ 
mote corners of the world. 
There had 
been tw oorthreo persons killed by the 
electric wires, and people wero seriously 
contemplating some plan to get them out 
of the way and still keep the new won­ 
derful white light. 
Edison proposed that tho wires bo put 
in the gas pipes; but how on earth wero 
the pipes to bo “ threaded” with the elec­ 
tric wires? 
A fter studying the m atter one night 
Edison said 
to 
a fellow-electrieian: 
“ Why, see hero, Johnson, I’ll mako a 
bug that will drag a wire through every 
foot of pipe in New York city, if it be­ 
comes necessary.” 
Make a bug!” exclaimed his compan­ 
ion, thinking tho inventor had lost his 
mind. 
“ What in tho world do you 
mean?” 
“ Well, I'll mako a bug,” said tho In­ 
ventor. confidently, “ that w ill go where 
I send him, and drag a wire, too.” 
A few days afterward ho laid a curious­ 
ly constructed thing on tho table in tho 
office before time to go to work; it was 
his gas-pipe bug. 
It was constructed 
thus: 
A 
minuto 
electro-magnet, 
carrying 
behind it a fine 
insulated 
wire-pawl. 
Now', 
obscrvo — every 
time the circuit was close*! through the 
m agnet the armature W’as attracted, tho 
pawl clutched tho sides of a piece of 
gas pipe provided for the occasion, and 
the magnet behind was drawn toward 
the arm ature about tho sixteenth of an 
inch. 
When tho circuit was opened tho 
arm ature reached forward ready to tako 
another step. 
Thus, at every closing of 
the circuit, the little bug advanced one 
step, dragging the wire behind. 
No 
doubt this description will bo hard for 
non-experts to understand, but as every­ 
body knows something about electricity 
nowadays a tolerably 
Comprehensive 
Idea may bo formed of how the bug 
traveled, even though tho reader neve* 
•r& alia electric motor of aby kind.

the troops at Fort Piet ro, is a bigger 
man than President Harrison lust. now. 
Notw ithstanding the President’s procla­ 
mation opening tho Sioux reservation to 
settlement, Lieut. Tassin, not having 
received the news through army head­ 
quarters at St. Paul, persists in refusing 
to allow Intending settlers to enter upon 
the reservation. 
The crowd of boomers 
held at bay by this military martinet 
and his blue-coats numbers nearly a.OOO 
And Is Increasing hourly, incoming trains* 
bringing large numbers of settlors aud 
their families. 
Tho guard-housos at 
Fort Pierre aud tho Cheyenne agency, 
thirty miles tip tho river, are tilled with 
boomers guilty of violating the orders 
of Lieut. Tassin. 
About 200 boomers

Tw o Crops a Tear 
in M ontana. 
Tho case with which two crops o 
oat9, wheat or barley can bo grown in 
one season and from one sowing o! 
seeds, does not seem to be well under­ 
stood or else more of such crops woulc 
be grown, says tho Rocky Mountain 
Husbandman. 
This is only done suc­ 
cessfully 
with early sown 
grain 
When the grain has commenced to 
head out it is cut with a reaper and 
allowed to remain lying in the sun 
day, then raked up, hauled away anc 
stacked. 
Immediately after removing 
the cut hay tho land is flooded with 
water. 
That is, enough water 
turned in the cross ditches to cover 
tho ground an inch deep all over. 
This starts a now growth of grain 
stalks, and which with an additional 
watering a couple of weeks later grows 
up very rapidly. 
When just begin 
ning to head out cut again and then 
irrigate as before. 
Ordinarily two 
crops may bo raised and a third grown 
sufficiently for good pasturage. 
We 
havo known of three crops of good fair 
length being harvested in a season. 
The experience is that barley is better 
than either wheat or oats for this man­ 
ner of cropping, yet we have seen pretty 
good success attained with all of them. 
Of course this manner of cropping can 
only bo done where there is plenty of 
water for irrigating, and tho great 
point in it is using the water at the 
right time after a cutting. 
Tho watpr 
should not be turned on immediately 
after a cutting, yet most farmers who 
have tried it agree that the irrigating 
should bo done on tho third day 
after.

Salvini’s advantage over 
others

so successful is great. An old man now, 
he has in years past created every role of 
note in the extensive repertory of tho 
legitimate drama. In those characters 
which have attached to them the glamour 
of heroics, those characters w’hlch are 
familiar to everybody from childhood, 
Salvini is perhaps most at home. Aided 
by his superb mentality he has been en­ 
abled to invest tho heroes of the world 
with the characteristics of their original 
personality. Samson, for instance,must, 
perforce, be considered as a giant. Early 
education has left an indelible portrait 
of him upon tho mind of the ordinary 
person as such, hence, according to the 
popular idea, he is a giant. Of all the 
actors who have essayed this superb role 
Salvini is tho only ono so equipped that 
ho has been enabled to present It with 
no point of personality lacking. The 
Gladiator, a less familiar character than 
Samson, receives in Salvini’s hand3 an 
adequate environment. So does the Out­ 
law. Tho character is well known, be­ 
ing taken from the French play “La 
Morto Civillc.” 
His Othello lacks perhaps something 
cf 
tho 
mentality which might be 
desired, something of tho finer artistic 
touches with which it has been environ­ 
ed by men of less Herculean proportions 
than Salvini, but that fact should not be 
used as a criticism of hl9 conception. 
Salvini’s physique, his Titanic propor­ 
tions, his heroic attainments, mentally 
as w’ell as physically, militate to a great 
extent against his proper presentation, 
according to the popular idea, of Othello, 
and yet there is a magnetism about the 
man which invests this character with 
an attraction which appeals to tho critic 
as well as to tho less educated auditor. 
Salvini, though tremendous, is never 
ponderous. He has about him the fire, 
tho passion, tho impulsiveness of his 
nationality. Salvini has been spoken of 
as the “great Italian.” He is that and 
more—he is tho great tragedian, or, per­ 
haps, the greatest the world has ever 
known. Fortunately his art bids fair to 
be perpetuated in his own blood, for this 
old man of 60, this wonderful artist, has 
a son in whoso personality are merged 
many, if not all, of the characteristics 
which made his father the foremost rep­ 
resentative 
of his particular line of 
dramatic work. 
Alexander Salvini, a mere youth as 
yet, bids fair to equal, lf not surpass, the 
wonderful record of his notable sire, for 
tho young man is better equipped, Inas­ 
much as ho is perfectly conversant with 
several languages, while his father’s 
great work has all been done in his na­ 
tive tongue. Tho young man possesses 
to a great degree those characteristics of 
physique and mentality which have al­ 
ways been remarkable in his father’s 
work. Young Alexander Salvini made 
bis debut upon the American stage prac­ 
tically, and has ever since that event been 
ono of the bright particular stars of the 
new world's dramatic firmament. Seven 
yours ago he came to this country, unac­ 
quainted with its language, customs or 
peculiarities, and utterly devoid of stage 
knowledge. Within three months he 
created a part, and acceptably, in Eng­ 
lish. His father, heretofore averse to his 
stage career, when ho saw the youth’s 
success consented to his adoption of the 
profession for which he is so eminently 
fitted. Sinco then young Salvini has 
made a creditable record for himself, a 
record of successes and hard work, a rec­ 
ord showing versatility as well as genius, 
one of which he and his father may ho 
proud. 
America has produced many great 
actors, but of the Booths, the Drews, 
and all, there is no moro beautiful suc­ 
cession of artistic talents and qualifica­ 
tions to be seen than in that transmitted 
from magnificent Tomasso Salvini to the 
son so well qualified to succeed him.
